the only inspection is that made by the 
St. Louis Fire Prevention Bureau, and 
-$t is beyond the control.of the Stat 
or city. 

They contend that as_ the city 
exercises -full authority in respect 
to &team  Oboilers, elevators, sewers, 
plumbing and water, it should have 


equal control of ail electrical wiring in- 
stalled in private as well as in public 
buildings. The bill which they are pre- 
aring contemplates putting on the City 
upervisor of Lighting the duty of over- 
seeing and approving all wires and ap- 
paratus installed in St. Louis, which ts 
the only American city of its class in 
which municipal inspection is’ not in 
vogue, they say. 


Maintained by Underwriters. 
Almost since the first employment of 
electricity in St. Louis as an agency of 


heating, lighting and power, the St. 
Louis Fire Prevention Bureau or its 
predecessor, the Board of Fire Under- 


writers, has been the only inspector of 
electric wiring in’ private establish- 
ments. The St. Louis* Fire Prevention 
Bureau is maintained by a fund provid- 
ed by the various underwriters accept- 
ing risks in the local field.“ As a pre- 
requisite of imsurance the bureau has 
insisted on an inspection of nearly all 
electrical wiring done tin the city. By 
agreement with the several light and 
wer comparies no current is’ obtaina- 
Bie from them except upon presentation 
of a certificate of inspection made by 
the bureau. 

For this certificate and ‘the inspection 
which it covers there is a-charge, grad- 
uated according to the number of lights 
and apparatus in use by the conSumer 
of the current. The minimum fee is 50 
cents for 25 lights or. less, for “open 
work’’ and $1 for 25 lights or less for 
“concealed work.’ For more than 2% 
lights up to 50 lights, the charge is $1.25 
for “roughing in” and the same sum for 
installing fixtures, after the  prelim- 
inary wiring has been done. That 
means $3 for both inspections. The fees 
for inspecting wiring carrying more 
than fifty Ughts follow a scale based 
on each 100 installed. 


Censumers Also Complain. 


It is this charge for insff&ction to 
which the contractors are objecting. 


Complaints have come also from con- 
sumers, who hold that the bureau has 
no authority to exact fees for what is 
enerally supposed to be the duty and 
unction of the City Supervisor of 
In November, 1905, Councilman Cra- 
mer introduced in the City Council a 
bill to provide -the necessary authority 
and machinery for municipal inspec- 
tion. The measure was referred to the 
Committee on Legislation. At a hear- 
ing Henry M. Blossom, president of the 
‘Fire Prevention Bureau, and other in- 
Surance agents-condemned the bill and 
tH was filed Feb. 9, 196. Mr. Blossom 
gays he worked to defeat the bill be- 
Sause it contemplated giving too much 
recognition to the electrical contractors, 












and threatened the safety of the city. 

About eight months ago the contrac- 
tors, electrical workers and officers of 
the bureau collaborated on an ordinance 
and sent it to City Counsellor Bates for 
approval. While the draft was in his 
hands the electrical workers, who had 

reviously agreed to its verbiage, with- 

rew their indorsement and the bill was 
Never presented to the Municipal As- 
sembly. 


Gives Supervisor Authority. 


The bill now in preparation will give 
the City Supervisor complete authority 
in the matter of inspection, and discre- 
tion as to the number of his force. It 
will require electrical contractors to 

ve bond for the performance of work 

n accordance with the national elec- 
trical code. Fees will be charged so. 
that the office may be in part, if not 
altogether, self-sustaining.

ited from doing business in Missouri by 
a bill passed in the House this morn- 
ing. 


The bill has already passed the Sen- 
ate and now requires only the Gover- 
nor s signature to make it a law. Aside 
from its limit on salaries, the bill pro- 
hibits the payment of salary to any 
person of more than $50,000 unless au- 
thorized by the Board of Directors. 

The conference of insurance officials 
of many states, held in Chicago last 
year, recommended that the various 
State legislatures adopt a law limiting 
the salaries paid officers of insurance 
companies to $50,000 a year. President 
Roosevelt opposed this plan, and, in a 
letter to Insurance Commissioner Drake 
of the District of Columbia, said there 
was a question if such laws would stand 
the test of the courts.

TO ABOLISH GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The bill introduced the State Legislature 
through Councilman Cramer providing for the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings in cities of three hundred 
thousand inhabitants and over, is designed to ac- 
complish one very desirable object. It empowers the 
municipality, within the scope of the bill, to compel 
the abolition of grade crossings and clearly defines 
the manner in which this end is to be accomplished. 
_ Although the Post-Dispatch has published opinions 
of eminent lawyers to the effect that the city has 
the power to compel the railroads to abolish grade 
crossings, yet there seems to be doubt in the minds

abolish grade crossings in this city. 

In the pending bill a division of the cost is fairly 
provided for. Only new railroads are required to 
pay all the cost of going under or over the streets. 
On railroads already built the city pays 25 per cent 
and the railroads 75 per cent of the cost of abolish- 
ing the grade crossings. When new streets are 
opened over established railroads the cost is to be 
equally divided. The point of greatest value in the 
bill is that the Board of Public Improvements has 
the power to determine whether a crossing shall be 
abolished and how it shall be abolished. 

The adoption of the ‘bill at this time when the 
abolition of a number of very dangerous crossings 
is necessary to public safety, would be of very great 
benefit to St. Louis.

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EDUCATION IN THE UNITED STATES

HAT .education is the greatest business of the people of the United States 
may be seen from the following figures? 

In the school year of 1904-5, the latest year of which the numbers are 
available, there were enrolled in the common schools of the United States 16,- 
468,300 pupils, or 19.94 per cent of the entire population. The average daily at- 
tendance. was 11,481,531. They were taught by 460,269 teachers,. of whom 110,532 
were men and 349,737 were women, There were 453 colleges giving instruction to 
147,296 men and 44,467 women, and taught by 18,094 teachers, of whom 15,847 were 
men and’ 2247 were women. The total number receiving instruction in colleges 
and universities was 191,763 for the year. : 

In the professional schools of the country there were enrolled many more. 
There were 156 theological schools, taught by 1094 instructors and enrolling 
7411 students. There were 96 law schools. with 1199 instructors’ and 14,714 stu- 
dents; 120 regular medical schools, with 4532 instructors and 24,012 students: 18 
homeopathic medical schools, with 4532 instructors*and 1129 students; 54 dental 
schools, with 1161 instructors and 7149 students; 67 schools of pharmacy, with 
629 instructors and 4944 students; 826 training schools for nurses, with 19,824 
students; 12 veterinary schools, with 217 instructors and 1269 students. As com- 
pared with the year 1896-7 the theological schools had an increase of 114 teachers, 
but 762 fewer students In 1904-5; the law schools 446 more teachers and 4263 


“more students; the regular medical, schools 1390 more teachers and 2574 more 


students; the homeopathic medical schools 68 more teachers, but 1309 fewer 
students; the dental schools 335 more teachers and 689 . more ~ students; the 
schools of pharmacy 267 more teachers and 1518 more students;.the schools 
for nurses 12,561 more students; the veterinary schools 64 more teachers and 
405, more students. There were also‘in the year 1903-4 11 eclectic and physiomed- 
ical schools, with 333 teachers and 966 students. 

The total number in all Schools for the year was 18,807,837, whom 16,989,321 
students were in public schools and 1,818,516 in private schools,

EMPLOYERS BENEFITED 
THROUGH THE EFFORT TO 


ERADICATE CONSUMPTION. 





A determined effort ts being made in Providence, R. I., to stamp 
out tuberculosis, particularly among the mill hands and factory em- 
ployes. The Brown & Sharp Mfg. Co., which employs upwards of 4,000 
men, is actively co-operating in this movement. 

The first step was to post a notice in the works, explaining the 
nature of the disease, the great danger of neglecting the early symp- 
toms, and advising the most effective treatment. A physician who has 
made a specialty of tubercular disease was provided, free of expense to 
the employe, to examine and advise upon each casc. 

Some employes took advantage of the privilege on their own ac- 
count, others were given the benefit of\suggestions and willingly fol- 
lowed the well-meant advice, while still others had to be induced with 
more effort. 

A number of cases were discovered among the men, 


} Some were 
sent to the State Sanitarium for modern open air treatment, 
; 


Others 


were urged to take up open-air work, and wherever possible the com- 


pany found such work for them. No tubercular person was allowed to 


remain in the works, for his own sake as well as for that of his fellow- 
workmen. Sanitary precautions were taken to prevent the spread of the 


disease. Many of the men have already returned to work robust and 


generally in fine condition. 

Few, if any, large manufacturing establishments are free from 
consumption among the employes. It*is a well-known fact that pul- 
onary tuberculosis is so dnsidious in its workings that the victim sel- 
dom realizes the danger until the disease has taken a strong hold. It 
is among the apparently superficial colds and coughs that the incipient 
cases are found, and a suggestion from the employer is the one thing 
needed to stimulate the desire for treatment. Doubtless the future wiil 
see very strict regulations governing tuberculosis, and the progressive 
men who are doing the work of their own volition are only anticipat- 
ing what will probably be made compulsory.
